OPEN LETTER TO 
GOVERNORS AND LEGISLATORS 
OF THE SOVEREIGN STATES: 


GENTLEMEN: 

The Federal Agency in Washington has 

now admittedly engaged the Nation in all- 
out war. And, they have finally told us why 
—or did they? The President has stated 
that we are at war in Viet Nam in com- 
pliance with our “solemn commitments” 
under the (U.N.) SEATO treaty; that 
South Viet Nam had asked us to save her 
from the “communists”, and we are going 
to save her. 
“Just WHO asked for our help?” The 
Diems? And “we arranged the assassina- 
tion of the anti-“communist” Diems who 
were WINNING the war, and have been 
losing ever since. Is this the NEW Ameri- 
can Way? 


Surely no responsible citizen believes the 
Federal Agency has acted in good faith 
with the Viet Namese, or with Americans 
in the Viet Nam situation. In the first 
place, they have not asked Congress to de- 
clare war as required by law. They have 
used the Diems as excuse for committing 
our men to an illegal war, for very dubious 
objectives. If the objectives were honest 
and tolerable, they would have presented 
their case to the Congress and the People 
frankly. And this they have not done. The 
President’s off-side remark that we are in 
Viet Nam in fulfillment of our “solemn 
commitments” under the SEATO treaty is 
the ONLY CLUE we had as to what we 
are trying to do in Viet Nam. He LET THE 
TRUTH SLIP OUT during a press confer- 
ence, and there has been dead silence ahout 
the SEATO arrangement ever since. No- 
body in Washington wants us to know 
about SEATO and the U.N. connection with 
the Viet Nam war. They have repeatedly 
denied this is a United Nations war. And 
this is the most reprehensible lie they have 
ever told. 

A SEATO WAR IS A UNITED NA- 
TIONS WAR. SEATO is a United Nations 
Regional Agency, and under Article 53 of 
the United Nations Charter: ~ a

Charter: 

“The Security Council shall at all times 
be kept fully informed of activities 
undertaken or in contemplation under 
regional arrangements or by regional 
agencies...” 

And Article 4 of the SEATO treaty com- 
pletes the picture of authority for the war 
and conduct of it: 

“Measures taken under this paragraph 
(enforcement - ed.) shall be IMMEDI- 
ATELY REPORTED to the Security 
Council of the United Nations.” 

The HEAD of the Security Council of 
the United Nations is Mr. Vladimar Suslov, 
a Russian. Once the SEATO treaty was 
invoked, and the President has said it was, 
the. whole war operation came under the 
top direction of Mr. Suslov. This is why 
the Washington Government cannot, and 
dare not, admit the SEATO treaty is in 
effect. 


If you will re-read Article 53 you will 
see that we, as signatory members of 
SEATO could not go into Viet Nam EX- 
CEPT UNDER THE AUTHORIZATION of 
the Security Council. Can you picture Mr. 
Johnson or Mr. McNamara going on T.V. 
and telling the American people this fan- 





tastic truth — that their sons are being sent 


But let us see how it was done in Korea, 
then we will know what to expect in Vieb 
Nam. Keeping in mind always that the 
Russian Suslov now has complete AU- 
THORITY to SURRENDER our troops, we 
can decide whether such a surrender in 
Korea was not actually contemplated and 
was averted only because of MacArthur’s 
incomparable Inchon Landing. 


Unquestionably the Korean War was a 
Council on Foreign Relations project. Their 
member agent, Dean Acheson, law partner 
of Donald Hiss, set the whole thing up by 
publicly declaring “we” would not defend 
South Korea. Then, when the North Ko- 
reans attacked, the United Nations de- 
elared “peace” against North Korea and 
called up our troops, as they are authorized 
te-do under the Charter. We had the same 
disreputable crew in the State Department 
then that we have now, and when the war 
was authorized by U.N. and its Security 
Council, the State Department hands had 
the proclamation prepared and in due time 
President Truman issued ft. Congress was 
not consulted then either. We were in the 
United Nations and had agreed in Article 
24, viz: 

“In order to insure prompt and effective 
action by the United Nations its mem- 
bers CONFER UPON THE SECU- 
RITY COUNCIL primary responsibil- 
ity ... and agree that in carrying out 
this responsibility the SECURITY 
COUNCIL ACTS ON THEIR BEHALF.” 
Under the United Nations Charter to 

which we are totally committed, we have 
TRANSFERRED RESPONSIBILTY for tak- 
ing this Nation to war FROM CONGRESS 
TO THE SECURITY COUNCIL of the U.N. 
The “Constitution Be Damned.” 


Having transferred full contro] of our 
Armed Forces to the United Nations, let us 
examine the manner in which these troops 
were employed in the Korean War. The 
war was planned well in advance; even the 
provocation was planned and invited. 

And as soon as the war was started, the 
Russian Lt. Gen. Vasiliev, who was at the 
time CHAIRMAN of the United Nations 
MILITARY STAFF COMMITTEE, took a 
leave of- absence, and went to Korea to

Gentlemen, this is a PROVABLE® fact. 
This is the sort of hell-inspired outfit OUR

In, Korea, as in Viet Nam, all activities 
of ACTIONS CONTEMPLATED were re- 
ported to the Security Council whose head 
was. ANOTHER RUSSIAN Constantin Zin- 
chenko. It was he who received reports 
from Gen. MacArthur, apparently through 


the STATE DEPARTMENT, passed upon. 


the. reports, and the “actions contem- 
plated”, then informed the “communist” 
commanders in the field. 

In previous letters we quoied extensively 
from the sworn testimony of our highest 
military. commanders, WHO WERE 
THERE, and-from the declassified Defense 
Department document dated May 15, 1954 
eaptioned “The Truth About Soviet In- 
volvement In The Korean War.” This docu- 
ment admits that VASILIEV, the on-leave 
chairman of the U.N. Military Staff Com- 
mittee, commanded the enemy troops, 

Secrecy and duplicity are keystones of 
the United.Nations. THIS MUST BE. They 
could not exist otherwise. So during the 
Korean War they feared the highly intelli- 
gent Commanders in the Field would be- 
eome aware of the Top Command back in 
U.N: headquarters, and in order to conceal 
the position and performance of Mr. Zin- 
chenko, the Secretary General, Trygvie Lie, 
who himself had spent much time in the 
Soviet Union and was rumored to have 
seryed on the Presidium, established a 
three man committee known as the Execu- 
tive Military Authority which would have 
great powers—under Zinchenko, of course, 
— including the right TO FIRE THE COM- 
MANDER-IN-CHIEF which was the U.N. 
title conferred upon General MacArthur, 
and TO REPLACE HIM. Details of this 
} sig li are recorded in the famous 

nate Document No. 87, pages 653 to 659. 

In Trygvie Lie’s book “In the Cause of 


Peace”, Page 834-5, he tells how ke 
needed “a eloser contact” with General 
MacArthur, and he sent for a very special 
person — resident of Africa, Col. Alfred 
G. Katzin who had served in ALLIED IN- 
TELLIGENCE during the Second World 
War. Anything the American Commanders 
failed to report to the Russian head of the 
Security Council would be taken .care-of by. 
the Watch-Dog Katzin. General MacArthur 
had discussed his idea of an Inchon Land- 
ing with Mr, Katzin who opposed it and 
when MacArthur decided to make the 
landing, he did not tell Katzin anything 
about it. 

At the time the Landing was decided 
upon, the top-side directions of Zinchenko 
had forced our troops into a position where 
there seemed to be no alternative to sur- 
render, except to be pushed into the sea. 
And the Inchon Landing which saved the 
day was the reputed reason for the “firing” 
of General MacArthur. 

Senate Document 87 on Page 654 relates 
that “the executive military authority 
should be authorized to designate the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the United Nations 
forces (in this instance MacArthur - ed.) 
and to replace him.” Thus you will see 
that President Truman did not ~ “fire” 
MacArthur. He could not “fire’’ the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the United Nations 
armed forces. The executive military au- 
thority under Zinchenko had the sole au- 
thority to do this. They DARED NOT let 
the American People know this, as they 
DARD NOT Jet us know who is running the 
war in Viet Nam, so AFTER THE DECI-

On Friday, March 26, 1965, President 
Lyndon Johnson warned every Klansman 
. to get out of the Ku Klux Klan and to join 
a “decent” society as the Klan was going 
to be investigated and destroyed. Subse- 
quently, the, Heuse Committee on Un- 
American Activities, of which Rep. Edwin 
Willis is Chairman; began closed hearings 
on Kian activities and scheduled open hear- 
ings for October. 

However, more than a month before 
LBJ’s public. statement on “getting the 
Klan,” Louisiana State Senator Jesse 
Knowles, Chaiftman of the Louisiana Joint 
Legislative Committee on Un-American, Ac- 
tivities, received this letter, dated-Febru- 
ary 19, 1965: 

“Since reading an article in the Shreve- 
port Times last, Saturday, February 13, 
under dateling_ Washington and AP, I have 
been somewhat perplexed. It concerned an 
investigation of the Ku Klux Klan, a gen- 
eral term, along: with three other organ- 
izations, hoes 

“Now, Mr. Knowles, I have invited, Mr. 
Edwin E, Wilkis;;whom I understand you 
know, and have welcomed an imvestigation 
of United Klans of America, Inc., and. have 
requested that. the. findings of HCUA be 
published. bes 

“By virtue of your relationship with the 
_ Jeint Legislative Committee on Un-Ameri- 
can Activities, | ‘also invite your committee 
tq investigate ‘otit organization also and 
make public your findings. 

“I you would be so-kind as to encourage 
Mr. Willis to investigate us and publish his 
_ fmdings, 1 would appreciate it very much.

The Louisiana. Committee found. that 
there is no such. thing as ‘The. Klan,” 
According to, their report, there are, about 
14. different.groups using the name “Klan,” 
operating. in. the. Southern. and. Central 
United..States.. The. Legislative, Committee 
investigated: the four Klan groups which 
are, active,in Louisiana. 

Of these four Louisiana Klan organiza- 
tions, the_largest is known as ‘‘The. Orig- 
inal Knights of the Ku Klux Klan.’’- The 
head of this.latter organization is Murray 
Martin, who furnished the Legislative Com- 
mittee. with, a. policy statement. containing 
“50, reasons. why you should be a member 
of the. original Ku Klux Klan.” Here are 
a few sample_reasons: 

“20.. Because it believes that Judaism. is 
not the religion of the Bible, but that it is 
a set of principles for the purpose of ele- 
vating the Christless Jew beyond the White 
races. 

“40, Because it is unalterably opposed 
to the Zionist Jew. program. 

“41, Because it is opposed to the Anti- 
Defamation. League in all respects. 

“42. Because it knows the United Na- 
tions Charter has usurped the Constitution 
of these United States, and we are trying 
to get the United States out of the U.N.” 

The three other Louisiana Klan organ- 
izations are known as The United Klans of 
America, Ine., The Louisiana Ku Klux 
Klan, and The Original Ku Klux Klan of 
America, Inc., led by Houston Morris. Mr. 
Morris submitted a policy statement to the 
Louisiana Legislative Committee which 
said in part: 

“The Original Ku Klux Klan is not and 


“never has been the enemy of the Negro 


people, However, it does oppose and will 
continue to oppose all so-called Negro ‘civiS 
rights’ organizations, Communists, and all 


‘others who. sow the seeds of discontent 


throughout our great Nation, pitting one 
race against the other, attempting to mon- 
grelize the races. . - 

“The White race has always been the 
only true friend to the Negro in America, 
but they are now being misled by. the wild 
promises of the Zionist Jew who know that 
these promises can never be fulfilled, but 
are using the passions of the Negro as a 
tool for their own enrichment. 

“The Original Ku Klux Klan always has 
been and-always shall be opposed to Com- 
munism in.all its forms. . . 

“No Zionist Jew may ever obtain mem- 
bership. in the Original Ku Klux Klan of 
America because we accept only those who 
profess and practice the tenets. of Chris- 
tianity..

1962 to, April.1965. Here are some of the 
acts of violence, and:intimidation commit- 
ted in the State. of Louisiana, during that 
peried, according :to the A,D.L.: 

“Sept. 1, 1962 — Crosses were burned 
by. the Klan in front of the state capitol in 
Baton Rouge. 

“Sept. 1, 1963 — Crosses were burned 
in front of several schools, one night after 
a Klan rally. 

“Nov. 16, 1963 — Over 1,000 Klansmen 
assembled amid. the glow of burning crosses. 

“Feb. 15, 1964 — Klan burned a cross at 
a meeting. 

“Aug. 1, 1864 — A 50-foot cross was 
burned at a Klan meeting. 


“Aug. 15, 1964 — Several crosses were 
burned.” 
In 1924, the Louisiana State Legislature 


passed a Statute (Title 12, Section 401) 
which required that all secret organiza- 
tions in Louisiana submit to the Secretary 
of State annually a membership list, stating 
the names and addresses of all the mem- 
bers. In 1957 or 1958, the State of Louis- 
iana applied this Statute to the N.A.A.C.P., 
and the Statute was challenged in the Fed- 
eral Courts. 

In the case of “State ex rel Gremillion 
vs. NAACP” (reported at 65 Supreme 
Court Reporter 1373), the United States 
Supreme Court on May 26, 1961, overthrew 
the Louisiana Statute, and declared that it 
was an unconstitutional violation of civil 
rights. 

It is ironic that the NAACP which, 
among other so-called “civil rights” groups, 
is so anxious to “unmask the society of 
hooded bigots,” yet was willing to go all 
the way to the United States Supreme 
Court in a succeeded effort to keep from 
revealing the names and addresses of its 
membership in the State of Louisiana. 

At the beginning of their investigation 
of the Ku. Klux Klans, in the State of Louis- 
iana,. the. Joint Legislative Commitiee on 
Un-American. Activities sent a letter to 
every District Attorney in the state askin 
these three questions: : 

“1, Do you know of any cases resulting 
in conviction in your jurisdiction within the 
last five years wherein a criminal act was 
proven to be instigated or carried out by a 
Klan organization? 

“2. Do you know of any such case 
wherein it was. proven that a criminal act 
was aided, abetted, counseled, or procured 
by a Klan organization? 

“3. Would you please inform us of,the 
results of the prosecution in any such 
case?” 


The Louisiana Legislative Committee re- 
ceived a totally negative reply from the 
District Attorneys of the State, with one _ 
exception. This.case involved.a maw who 
was apprehended for painting “KKK” in 
red paint on walls, garbage cans, and lamp 
posts in Bossier City, La. He was fired 
from, the Shreyeport Police Department 
and has been expelled from the Ku Klux 
Klan. 

In passing judgment on the Ku Klux 

_ Klan, let us remember that. our heri :

A brilliant editorial by David Lawrence 
appearing in the Los Angeles Times, Sun- 
day, 23 March, 1965, begins with this ques- 
tion: “Will the American Constitution — 
now being arbitrarily transformed by Con- 
gress and the Supreme Court without re- 
gard to the amending process,— be util- 
ized some day by a future President to 
build a dictatorship within a centralized 
government in Washington?” 

Mr. Lawrence then gives three factual 
examples of these un-eonstitutional “amend- 
ments” which place the federal govern- 
ment; 1: in control of the business and eco- 
nomic affairs of the entire nation regard- 
less of state lines and jurisdiction; 2: uses 
an arbitrary interpretation of the 14th 
Amendment to intervene when state laws 
happen to be disliked by certain pressure 
groups; and 3: uses the 15th Amendment 
as a means of federal control of all 
elections. 

But 
there is more on the books than meets the 
eye, Let all who still care whether we shall 
be slaves under a dictatorship or a free 
people under our divinely inspired Chris- 
tian Constitution, go to their libraries and 
ask to see the Executive Orders in the
